The argument of Minister Pht lpg in the 
fishery cases, and which he has probably al- 
ready handed to the British government, is a 
very long state paper when taken in connec- 
tion with tho numerous documents that form 
a part or are referred to in it. 

AN ABLE DOCUMENT. 

Of courao the greater part of the argomeni 
was outlined in the many despatches sent to 
the Minister by the Secretary of State, and 
the argument was framed in strict conformity 
with the Instruntione of the Secretary From 
tho first line to the last it is an American Slate 
paper, and Secretary Bayard In all bis des- 
patches took a very firm poi-ition in regard to 
tho demands to be made upon the English 
governments The evidence that has been 
made a part of the communication was also 
sunt to the Minister by the State Department. 

All tho facts in the possession of Secretary 
Bayard were freely furnished. Minister 
Phelps, on his part, produced a remarkably 
able paper from a lo(;nl point of view. Of 
course the first draft of such a document lacks 
the finish of the completed work, but neither 
Minister Phelps nor Secretary Bayard need 
feel ashamed of even the first draft of the 
reply that tho United States will make to the 
Canadians. 
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tho case for or against the fisher men. Nu far 
as possible the evidence furnished by tho 
Canadian government and its ofllcials is cited 
and tho material sections of the libel in tho 
caso of the Queen vh. Warren A. Doughty are 
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does not .[uostion the right of Canada to frame 
local customs laws, but it does insist that in- 
ternational courtrsy requires that the violation 
of these local customs regulations be a wilful 
violation. If the violation is not intentional 
then the punishment should be slight, and 
cannot be made excessive, repressive of the 
commercial spirit, or wantonly oppressive 
without provoking retaliatory measures in 
Kind. Ho far tho government of the United 
States has not retaliated, but, on the contrary, 
has applied to its dealings with those Cana- 
dians who had, without guilty intent, violated 
the customs laws and regulations of the 
United States, the same rules that it insists 
must govern Oreat Britain In dealing with tho 
OltizenH of the United Ht.ite-t. 

T1IL CASE Ol' tiic :siKns. 
The schooner Tin.- .sclera, seized at Port- 
land, Mo., by tho collector of that port, for a 
violation of customs regulation) 1 of the United 
States, is referred to and tho action of the 
government fully described and incidentally 
contrasted with the course of tho Canadians 
when dealing with the masters of 1 ho Portland 
schooners — Harrington, City Point and Geo. 
W. Cushlng. Tho affldaviu of tho masters of 
those schooners, together with tho reports 
made by Consul General Phelau as well as 
other papers bearing on the Bubjeot, are cited 
and made a part of tho ctisu of tho United 
States. 

It is pointed out that Jesse Ellis', tho master 
of the schooner The Sisters, whs given by the 
Custom House officials at Portland the fullesl 
opportunity to enter his proti stj that this 



struetions, and Mr. Phelps in his argument, 
the statement so often made by the American 
fishermen, that the right to take fish within 
the three ntilo limit is not a valuablo privi- 
lege. Bnt it is insisted upon that there be an 
authoritative settlement by treaty of tho ciues- 
tion of what constitutes the three milo limit. 
The English construction of the treaty of 
IS18, that the limit to bo fished is within 
three miles of a point from headland to head- 
land Is repudiated, and the American con- 
struction of the treaty, which is that it moans 
within three miles of tho shore, is vigorously 
insisted ou. Upon this point neither the 
instructions given by Mr. Bayard nor the 
argument of Mr. Phelps framed upon those 
instructions show tho slightest sign of yield- 
ing. On the contrary, stress is laid on the 
sound American Interpretation of tho troaty 
of 1818, and the declaration is made In terms 
not to be misunderstood that the United States 
will never consent to accept the headland to 
headland claim or construction. In treating 
this point, tho vital point of the whole con- 
troversy, the position of the United Stales is 
auatained in a very mustorly manner. 

WHERE SEIZURE IS jnsTfFl.Uil.i:. 

Tho right of the colonial authorities to seize- 
all American fishing vessels that are found 
dahing within three miles of tho shoro Is ad- 
mitted, but they must bo seized because the 
business of taking fish within the three mile 
limit bus been actually carried on from the 
seized vessel and not because of a suspicion 
that a violation of '.ho terms of tho treaty of 
1818 is contemplated. The point Is made that 
this custom, which has of lato obtained with 
the Canadians, of ordering the United States 
fishing vessels to rotiro from the colonial 
ports because of a suspicion that a violation 
of law is contemplated must bo abandoned. 
That a vessel is fitted up for tho business of 
fishing la no just ground for the making of 
tho charge that she was fitted up for the pur- 
poBO of taking flab in wators reserved to the 
subjects of England. In every case where lbs 
seizure or detention was made solely on the 
ground of a violation of the local customs 
regulations, payment of damages for all the 
losses sustained, direct or indirect, is demand- 
ed, and in the cases where the Bofzuro was 
made avowedly because of a violation of cus- 
toms regulations it is insisted that ignorance 
shall be punished only in sucti a manner as 
comports with the maintaining of friendly 
relations and in accordance with tho spirit of 
in ternational courtesy. 

A clear cut review of the history of the flsh- 
ing troubles for the past 7U years is given. 
WHAT OI'U GOVERNMENT CLAIMS. 
To sum up, the United States claims that 
the seizures of tho achooners David J. Adams 
and Ella M. Doughty were not legal acts, and 
tho rel tee of tho vessels or the suspension of 
procei mfi :n against the. vessels' masters or 
owneij, . ither with the payment of dam- 
ages, is k...anded. The United States Insists 
and will not yield the point that the threo 
mile limit Is a uistanco of three marine miles 
from the shoro at the point where the vessel 
may happen to ho. The United Stan s insists 
that the tines imposed in the other cases wore 
excessive and not in accordance with interna- 
tional courtesy. Tho United States is anxious 
to secure by diplomacy the flnrtl and honor- 
able settlement of tho controverted points, 
hut failing In this, will not consent to see its 
citizens outraged and insulted. Whilo tho 
markets and ports of tho United States aro 
open as of old to tho subjects of England, a 
settlement of the vexed question of the thrco 
milo limit is first of all to be sought for. 
iia. BAVAKD's TOSITION. 
Said a gentleman of high legal attainments 
to-day:— " From the first Secretary Bayard 
has taken an advanced position in regard to 
these questions, but he has, perhaps unfor- 
lortunately, not deemed it proper to let the 
public know what the government has beru 
doing. Ho holds to tho good old fashioned 
idea that a treaty and all the steps leading '.o 
it should bo kept a profound secret until it is 
acted upon by the Senate. Read between tho 
lines, all tho despatches of Secretary Bayard 
to Minister Phelps will be seen to hint at the 
course the government will adopt if there is 
no settlement reached. The President will 
proclaim, as the fishermen seem to desire, 
non-intercourse to the required extent. It 
has been thought because Mr. Bayard desired 
a commission that he wished to see a renewal 
of the provisions of the lato treaty, but It is 
not so. Mr. Bayard does not. propose to pay 
for what we don't want. If tho shore fishing 
is valueloss wo don't propose and Mr. Bayard 
don't propose to pay for it." 

It may he stated that an admirable con- 
densation of the legal points in the case from 
tho standpoint of tho United States has been 
printed for the uso of the State Department, 
and that copies of thin tis well as of the mora 
lengthy documents havo been sent to the 
legal representatives of tho United States in 
the eases now pendidg in tho courts of Canada 
— those of tho seized schooners David J . Adams 
and Ella M. Doughty. Mr. Bayard is in con- 
stant communication with thom.

Seizure ol Iliiilsli Schooners in 
BchrlHK Sen. 

Newport, Aug. i-'fl. 
Eimtok Oukuo.vi.vn: — The soizuro of 
the. British vessels in the wators of Alaska 
has probably raised an isauo nud will re- 
sult in settling a question of great im- 
portance to the AniQrican people, nud es- 
pecially to tho peoplo of thn Pacific 
coast. 

Of nil tho blunders or frauds com- 
mitted by the republican party there is 
probably none uioro palpable or positive,

: sand square miles, now assume tho owner- 
ship of tho Bearing sea, and aro employ- 
ing their servants, the revenue officials, to 
tiunt down aud seize the little hunting 
vessels that have been going up there 
for the past few years to hunt for 
seals in the open sea. But, fortunately 
tor Amerioati cit:r.t<na, they have 
probably gone a step too far, and by 
seizing British vrssels tho question of 
i hie comoany's title may ba toated t;ud 
decided. The question may hi asked, 
huw did the Alaska Commercial com- 
pany acquiro a title to Behring sea f 
Perhaps it may bo answered, from the 
United States government. Well, how 
did tho United .States government obtain 
a title i It may bo answered again, from 
Russia. But. when and how did Russia 
ever obtain exclusive control of tins v^st 
sen, and by what right did slit) convey it 
to the Unitud States. For it appears that 
in the conveyance of this territory ty 
Russia to the United States they drew 
tho dividing or boundary line down 
thrjugh the centre of Bahring straits and 
then down through tho Aleutian islands 
to the meridian of 19.1 degrees wost long. 
May thoy not as well havo continued tho 
hue south iiiroush tho Pacific ocean ;o 
the Boueh pole, and thus divided the 
whole Pacific between tho United States 
and Russia) I say it :s fortunate that 
these British vessels have been aeize l, 
because by this means, and probably a iiy 
by such moans, could ono over hope f >r a 
satisfactory solution of this question. 

It would bo a hopeless undertaking for 
an obscure citizen of small moans to sock 
redress cithor through our courts or 
through congress, for wrongs inflicted t'p- 
i ii him by this soulless and over-bo&riiiK 
company. Tho immense profits accruing 
to the company from their franchise af- 
fords them the inoana to head ofl' legal 
redress and to oontrol congressmen by 
subsidizing them 

Once m a whilo thu government sends 
out a oommifsioner to siuminu into thu 
company's affaire, to bos if they kill the 
correct number ol seals, etc. When he 
arrives in San Francisco, a fine etoamor 
is ready to receive him and convoy him 
to tho islands, aud being eo nicely treated 
iind entertained ho could hardly fail to 
God everything all right 

Then he returns to Washington and the 
Company requires ihu services of an aui tit 
to iv .tch oougressand see that no unfav- 
orable legislation is otiacod. S i ho go b 
paid by the government to watch the 
company, and p«id by the c mpauy to 
natch tho government «ud consequently 
the trip ib a very pleasant and profitable 
one

cruising in the Ala-knn waters for years 
under various pr. tenses, but their real 
business is to Wat, h ho little traders and 
huoleiB and to protect ills i loreaia uf 
the Alaska commercial company They 
go ihere to preieut iridtng, and they 
become traders themselves.

Humiliating 
as this may soon), it is heti»ir than thn 
present statu of affairs, It vtoro us well 
that Alaska had remained Russian terri- 
tory as to havu bucoino American only in 
name By publishing this and getting 
public attention directed to this subject, 
you may accomplish great good and con- 
tribute largely to prevent u renewal of 
thia infamous lease, and tluia break up an 
overhearing and oppressive monopoly.

Tho recent operations of the revenue 
outter Corwin, to which ft brief reference 
waa made yosterday in thia column, aro 
likely to afford Mr. Bayard mi opportunity 
of airing some more International and con- 
stitutional law. BosideH the British sohoon. 
era which we mentioned yesterday, the Cor- 
win seized tho American sobdouer Ban 
Diogo, owned by Handy & Dodge of thia | 
city, for catching seals in llehnng nan. The I 
seizure waa made under the act of congress 
bearing date duly '27. l»bb, which makes it 
a penal offeuuu lo kill any fui -bearing nni • 
mal witbiu the limits of Alaska or the 
waters thereof, except by poimisaion of the 
secretary of the treasury . Tho net wua 
passed to prevent the extinction of the lur- 
beariug seal by the rapacity of seal hunters, 
an event which ban actually tukeu place on 
the islands of tho Month Pacific that were 
formerly a favorite breeding ground for the 
animal, nud are now entirely deserted. 
Whether the act is jintitied by the princi- 
ples of constitutional nr.d international law 
ia a question which, in one point of view, 
turns on the other qups ion whether Behr- 
ing sen or the Sea of Katutchatko — it bears 
both mimes ou the maps — is a oloaed sea i 
while, in another point of vie iv, it involves 
a discussion of the power oi tho fettoral 
government to limit the rights of citizens in 
the territori' s. 

What is a closed sea bus never boon posi- 
tively determined by international law. 
Turkey aud Ktisxia have always claimed 
that tho Black sea wrh a clostd nea. Tho 
former assert', that it holds the key to It 
and that no vessel can enter the Black son 
except by her permission, Yet nn Amcri- 
o.u adtciial twenty years ago sailed through 
the Dardanelles and the Sea of Marmora 
without the permission of the porte, and 
nothing came ot it but an idle protest from 
Turkey. Dor.mo.ik used to claim that tho 
Baltic was a closed sea, and levied Bound 
dues ou vessels entering it. It was an 
American again who rirst refused to admit 
the claim, winch, after long diacusHon, was 
rlually settled, thirty years ago, by a pay. 
went of tnouoy to Denmark for the re- 
linquishment of her rights. Still further 
back, sixty-five years ago, Russia declared 
thut not only was thia Very Behring soa, 
about which the preaeut din.cunsion has 
arisen, but tho whole sen between Siberia 
aud Alaska waB a clo=> d .sea. This declara- 
tion waa contested by John Quincy Adams 
ou behalf of this country, but noither party 
convinced tho other, and the question was 
left in abeyance. When Mr. Seward pur- 
chased Alaska the British government pro- 
tested against the pr. tunBion that Russia 
ceded aud the United States acquired terri- 
torial sovereignty over Behring soa, but the 
protest passed harmlessly by, The British 
miyht havo made a strong case in the support 
of their view. Twenty years previously the 
Government of ICngland had claimed that 
the Day of Fundy was a closed sea, But 
ou proper representations by tlio Ameri- 
can minister at tho Court of St. James, 
Lord Aberdeen admitted tho claim to bo 
indefensible, and withdrew it. Iu this 
matter of closed seas, the policy of tho 
United States has always been to restrict 
their existence as far as jiasaible Our 
contention has always been ihut the great 
Oodieu nf water which aro connected with 
the oceans by wide s'raits arc high seas, 
free to the vessels of all nations. In seiz- 
ing foreign vossols for catching seals in 
Behring's sea, at great distance from land, 
wo appear to bo departing from the tra- 
ditional policy of the na> ion . 

Whether the act ol Ibiirf, making it a 
penal offense for any ono not in the ser- 
vice of the Alaska Commercial Company 
to catch ar.uls in Behring'a sea, is oonstitu- 
tiaiiai, is a question on which wo should 
like to havu a decision of tho supremo 
court. [( is vain to search tho constitu- 
tion for any warrant, for the establishment 
of a monopoly in a territory of the United 
States; and of course if tho American 
view of the international law governing 
the distinction between open sons and 
closed seas is to prevail, wo must grant lo 
our own people the same rights as we con- 
cede to foreigners If Buhring's sea is an 
open sea, as wo contended that tho Block 
aeu, tho Baltic, and even the Bay of 
iMindy are, then fishermen of ail nations, 
foreigners calling in its waters, always 
provided that they respect the throe-mile 
or mariue-loaguo limit from the shore lino. 
It this ia tho case, the net of ISoS is un- 
constitutional and Void, and the owners 
of tbo San Diego, as well as the owners of 
the British schooners seized on August l^t 
are untitled to the restoration of their 
vessols aud to indemnity for their cap 
lure. 

Thu question is t.ha more important now 
became the hiaso of Al»«ka to tho Alaska 
Onmmeroial mpany will o- pi t o in 1800, 
and the fjnieih oiinurosi will hitva to con- 
sider inu Ktibj.-et, of its renowul. By tho

INTERNATIONAL MARITIME 
LA IV. 

The argument of U. S. Miiiiator Phelps 
regarding theaeizure by Cauadu of Ameri- 
can fishing achuoiiLTs fur alleged violation 
of ihe fishery laws has been forwarded to 
the linperiul government . It is said to 
be a very voluminous document and deals 
at length not only with the particulars of 
the Vurious seizures made by the Dumin 
ion customs but with the whole- history of 
the fishery quontion far the past aevanty 
years. The United States government 
are willing to concede the right of the 
Dominion to frame local customs lawa but 
not the right for them to bo enforced op- 
pressively upon those who may violate 
thein unknowingly j but the United States 
government firmly maintains that the 
ihree-mila limit shall be considered as 
following the indentations of the shore 
and that American vessels have been il- 
legally seized when more than three milos 
from the nearest shore, and that such 
sciEuros constitute a groat breach of in- 
ternational cour'.esy. The consistency of 
the United Staten government in advanc- 
ing this proposition does not strike one as 
bjing very pronounced, when their action 
m the North Pacific is considered. Here 
the matter in diiFerent, for tho 
tables are turned, tho United States aro 
the aggiessors, and consequently the de- 
hmitation of the waters is far more 
liberal. Isuthing so small as miles will 
do there; they spo.ik of whole seas. It 
is these that a wholesale trade id being 
conducted under their protection, and 
nothing but wholesale terms in r»latlun 
to suet: a wholesale usurpation can ap - 
propriately be applied. That tho United 
ritatea government itself, however, did 
not always entertain such an expansive 
view of those waters of the Bull ring sea 
over which they claim jurisdiction the 
following incident will show: On Febru- 
ary 2oih, 1872, a member of tho Ahska 
Commercial •ompany communicated with 
the treasury department at Washington, 
Making the modjst request that a revenue 
cutter be sent to prevent an expedition, 
said to be furming in Australia, from in- 
tercepting, in the N rth Pacifio, seals 
bound for tho islands of St. Paul and St. 
George. Wo are pleased to be in posses- 
sion of a full copy of tho reply, which 
was as follows:

The Capt. Bryant alluded to in tho above 
letter was the resident government ageat 
for the islands, and if he is (113 \va hope be 
is) still in the land of the living, may have 
had reason to niter his opinion ns to the 
Impracticability of making such expeditions 
paying oneR. If they had not been profit- 
able the United Siutes would not at last 
have nndertuken to enforce thoir claim to 
the life und soul of every seal in the north- 
ern Pacific, and Secretary lioutelle's view- 
would not, probably, hare been superseded 
by that of Secretary Manning. Tbe seizure* 
ol the British Bealiug schooners while mado 
so as to throw the onus of the action upon 
the imperial government in settling tho 
question of international maritime jurisdic- 
tion in the Bearing Hen, was doubtless ul«o 
intended as an act of retaliation for tho 
fishery seizures made by the Dominion 
government. If this latter inference be 
correct, the act is not only unworthy in its 
inception, but untenable in view— not of in- 
ternational courtesy — uot alone of interna- 
tional law, but of tho most ordinary prin- 
ciples of xeason and justice. 



THE SONGEESU VALUATION. 

On tho 27th inat. we wrote as followa 
relative to the pri"e obiained ($00,000.) for 
the Songeesh village:

[at Barrard Inlet] for railway pur- 
poses, the question naked for by 
the appraiser baB always been, 'What 
would this land be worth if there wbh no 
railway?' On this basis awards havo al- 
ways been made; consequently ono 
often hears of lots that coat the owners 
from ?.1UUU to $2000 each which have been 
appraised at SI and $2, nnd tho owners 
compelled to bu, render them at that valua- 
tion. Ono of Port Moody property owners, 
who is fighting the railway owners on the 
extension biiHiucss, assures ua that he was 
offend ".t the rate of $5 an acre for land 
that cost him $50 and which he holds at 
$600. If the Batne rule wan applied in tho 
case of tbe federal government and the 
tSongeeHh village (and wo ore unable to nee 
why they aro entitled to any greater consid- 
eration than tbey show to private individu- 
als) Mr. DunMinuir Hhould havo been askt d 
to pity about $10 an ncro instead 
of being charged about 300 an acre." 

The iuduairial INeWHUudoriakestorjUoto 
from tho article of winch tho above is an 
extract und hero is tho moss he makes 
of it : -f 

''Tht ColuiMl saya; 'Mr. Dunamuir 
should havo been asked to pay about #10 
•in ncro msti ad of being charged above 
$60 an ucre.' " 

'i'no dishonesty of tho quotation will bu 
*een by n cumpurinon of the two extracts. 
In point of fact The Colonist did nut Bay 
what tho Nowa attributes to it or any- 
thing like it. Tho valuation was based on 
railway construction. Our contention 
was and ia that if there had boen no Is- 
land railway tho rocky patch on which 
the Bonghees village stands would have 
been dear at §10 an aero. It Is probablo 
that had Mr. Dunamuir and his ubhooI- 
atirn not undertaken to build the Island 
railway all land in tho vicinity of Victoria 
would havo sutlored a tevore oollnpse, 
ooriautjUAnt on a falling oil in husinusn;

a living. Tho News quotes tho prices 
paid by Mr. Dunamuir for loti 
no-tr tho village in support of its 
belief that Hir John Mucdonald 
disposed of the restiivo at too low a fig 
uro. Hut Mr. Duiumuir acquired those 



lots for railway purposes. Had there 
been no railway, or prospsot of one, 
what would tho lots have boon worth to 
blm or any one else ? Would the ISew s- 
man have paid §10 apioco for thorn ? Ac- 
cording to the reasoning of our contem- 
porary tho Island railway company Bhould 
pay the enhanced value for Crown lands 
which, had they withheld their capital, 
would to-day bo worth vury littlo indeed; 
while the Uanudiau Pacific Railway Co. 
oluima, and is accordod, the right to take 
the land of private individuals at the 
valuation which they would have had 
when there was no railway or prospect of 
one I As a rule, wo never attempt to 
correct what we conceive to bo a wilful 
perversion of our position on any sub- 
joot; but tho JS'owa has been heretofore 
so uniformly considerate and careful that 
we can but indulge in the hope that it 
errod unwittingly when it professed to 
quote us. 

THE ELEOTRIG LIGHT. 

Our polite and esteemed morning con- 
temporary doclares the electric light a 
failure It is scarcely fair to denounce a 
system which has proved successful in 
many cities, largo and small, east of tho 
mountains, because in working out tho de- 
tails horn a blunder has boon mado. Take 
our csteomed oon temporary, fur instance. 
Ev eryone admits that as a newspaper it in 
a ridiculous travesty and a tremendous 
humbug ; but would it bo fair to plane all 
newspapers in tho same category'/ So with 
tho electric light, As an illuminator it is 
an undoubted success everywhere) except 
Victoria, where tho ineticienoy of the 
driving power swells the ciiBt of production. 



Australian Civil Procrdtire. 

Victoria, Sept. 3, 188(1. 
TO'IHE Editok:— iAs it would appear 
from Sir. John A. Macdonald'a recent, ad- 
dresH when in our city, that tho comple- 
tion of the U. P. R will bring us into 
closer relations wjih Australia, opportun- 
ity will then be afforded for ua t.j learn 
useful lessons of how they manage matters 
there arising from their more matured ex- 
perience aa oolonists. Let ua boom with 
the county court which in every commun- 
ity, and more especially in colonies, s a 
most important institution. In the city 
of Molbourns, thoy have ono county <: -urt 
that tskos cognizance of sums up to £10, 
presided over by his honor the chairman 
— generully a barrister. In sattlemeat of 
these small sums no lo;.al eha gts aro flow- 
ed, and there is no appeal from decisions. 
But independently of this county court, 
the sittings being hold at different times, 
they havo another county court fur ad 
judication of sums ranging from £10 up 
to £300. This court assumes a different 
character, tho chairman boing assisted by- 
two assessors who, on court days, take 
their seats with tho chairman, affording 
opportunity for consultation before ren- 
dering decision. Appeals aro allowed in 
this court, but rarely are ever heard of as 
tho arrangement works like a charm. 
What a contrast does such mode ol pro- 
ceeding present to our way of acting here ! 
Our brother colonials of Australia would 
indeed smile at a chief justice consenting 
to anything so infra dig as to preside over 
a county court, besides which there is this 
serious objection to his so acting, that in 
many instances he is not only judge and 
jury, but from his decisions there could 
bo only the unseemly recoutao of appeal- 
ing from tho chief justice tu a puisne 
judge. What now ia urgently needed is 
that tlio bill passed last session of tho 
legislature in reference to small debts 
should be put in practice, and supple- 
mented with the monetary aid to make it 
efficient. Our county court as at present 
constituted, from its inconvenient pr.ei- 
tion, its infrequeucy, and its verdicts 
hf'iui; protected by a homestead act en- 
titling debtors to claim exemption to the 
amount of $o00 a^mnm seizure of thoir 
goods and chattels from tho sheriff, is 
little short of a mockery— causing thou- 
sands of dollars from such exemption to 
become regarded as bad debts, and, in 
short, aots :-n a premium for fraud It is 
ui be hoped that our city representatives, 
two of whom aro deeply interested in this 
matter, will when the legislature meets 
give it their early consideration.

Prinoo Alexander made an address at the 
reception given by him to the oflioera of 
the army, in which ho made the following 
statement; "The situation of Bulgaria is 
such that I must leave tho country.

1 svill 
now consult with the superior officers und 
constituto a regency which will endeavor 
to protect tho public, l'riuco Alexander 
stated his intention of abdicating. Tho 
Gorman and Eussian consuls and the grand 
council, among whom aro M. Stamblouoil" 
and Karavloff met to ai range for the regency. 
The prince will probably leave within two 
days. The oftlcers of the army aro greatly 
excited anil talk of detaining ihe prince. 
They havo refused in any easo to receive 
the Russian envoy. They will hold a meet- 
ing to decide what course to adopt. The 
city is tianquil.

For Buino days tho family 
had been disturbed by an animal prow- 
ling about near the house, believed to 
havo been either a skunk or a porcupine. 
LaBt night Mr. Houlahan and his son ami 
several neighbors turned out, determined 
to kill the animal. Young Houlahau was 
a-med with a gun loaded with a slug. 
Tho party became separated, and the old 
gentleman, while running through a Geld 
of grain, was mistaken for a hear. His 
son fired at him , and tho Blug Loo!: effeol 
in Mr. Houlahan'a right side. Ono of 
his ribs was broken and some other injury 
was done. Dr.i . Wilson nnd Burnett of 
this place were summoned anil dressed 
the wound. It, is possible, but is not 
thought probable by tho physicians, that 
It will result fatally.

Disastrous Fire in Jersey City. 

The Widespread Earthquake-- 
Volcanlc ISntiihlliiK^ s is 
North Carolina. 

Nkw York, Sept, 4.— Judge Ohurchill, 
of the supremo court to-day, granted a 
writ of habeas corpus ordering tho emi- 
gration commissioner to produce 13 Mor- 
mon emigrants, who are waiting on Ward's 
island lo be sent back to Europo to test 
the legiility of tho powers of tho oomnua- 
Biouer to declare avowed Mormoniatio 
immigrants as unlit, to enter the country. 

J EttS Elf City, N J , Sept. 4 —A dis 
astroua tiro broke out at 6 10 o'clock this 
evening, in the Pullman Palace Car Cos. 
shed in tho New York Lake Brie and 
Western railroad yard at Provost street 
crossing. It spread in all directions with 
frightful rapidity and in loss than an hour 
had destroyed a large amount of property. 
There were eight Pullman sleeping cars 
in the shod; two of thorn wore hauled out 
and the third partially burned. The other 
fire were totally destroyed. They wore 
valued at $10,000 each. By this time the 
car shod was a mass ot flames which noxt 
enveloped the five two-story brick build- 
ing at the easterly end. This was used 
by tho Pullman Oo. for offices and store- 
room purposes. It was doetroyed as well 
as two buildings at the western end 
of tho car shed. Tho fljmos neit 
attacked tho freight depot of the North- 
ern railroad of New Jersey snd New 
York railroad. Both companies occupied 
a two-story frame building with a long 
freight shed attached. Theso buildings, 
with thirteen freight cars and two empty 
oil cars, were burned up; six of tho 
freight cars wore loaded with ico. The 
other seven woro loaded with miscellan- 
eous freight, of which there wa< also u 
large assortment on tho platform of tho 
shed. The total loss cannot bo ascer- 
tained, but it is believed it will amount 
to about 8200,000; most of which is 
covered by insurance. 

CmBLKSTON, S. C, Sept. 4.— A reporter 
made a detour of the city to-day and wroi 
surp.i.sed to tiud so much wrecked property 
winch had before escaped the eyes of the 
press representatives. At least four out of 
live of all the buildings are damaged more 
or loss. The citv assessor Bavs the loss 
will reach 810,000,000. 

Nkw Yobe, Sept. 4. — The earnings of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway for August, 1880, 
were §917,000; for August, 1885, 9802,000. 

Raleigh, N. C, Wept. 4, — A special dis- 
patch to-night says that news haa been 
received at Asheville from Mitchell county 
to tho effect that the earthquake phenomena 
were very stfirtling in tho mountains in tho 
vicinity of the pinnacle of Black mountain. 
The subterranean tuutterings wore- tremen- 
dous and continued 15 minutes. Immense 
rocks were removed from the'r beds and 
hurled down tho mountain side into the 
valley. People fled from their houses into 
the woods. 

Han Fhancisoo, Cul.,Sept, 4.— Steamer 
Muraroa ai rived to-day from Sydney, 
Australia. She brought news of the ar- 
rival there of the Gorman war ship Albat 
roes from among tho now Llebridus is- 
lands, whoro she had boon for tho pur 
pose of punishing tho natives for the 
murder of Gorman subjects at the island 
of Leneure. A crowd of armed natives 
who had gathered on the beach were fired 
into and a hundred or more killed. Tho 
village of Tombolonga on tho island of 
Pentecost wan then bombarded and many 
more natives were killed. When a land - 
j ing was effected at the latter place por- 
tions of human bodies were found, but 
most of the bodies had apparently been 
carried away on both islands. All the 
native villages thai were found were 
I burned ou Leneure. A man named 
j Klein, and on Penteoost a man of the 
j German Bohooner Upolu had boon mur- 
! derod by the natives. Before tho Albat - 
i ross returned to Sydney she is reported 
i to have proceeded to tho Caroline islands 
and hauled down the Gorman (lags flying 
j there.

j New York., Sept. 2.— Victoria .Schill- 
ing, daughter of Morosini, partner of Jay 
Gould, who married coachman Schilling, 
just, two years ago, has run away from her 
husband. The latter came home last eve- 
ning and found the rooms ransacked and 
a note Irom Victoria, saying that shu had 
gone, Mrs, Schilling has recently boon 
visited by a gentleman of fine appearance 
and they woro aeon together frequently in 
tho streets. It is said that, hor utook of 
jewels ha'i been on the increase for somo 
weeks, and that tho postman's visits to 
house were always signalized by a letter 
for Mrs. Schilling. Boxes of flowers ad- 
dressed to her in tho same baud as tho 
letters were also received in profusion. 
There was an impression last, night, in 
some quarters up town that Viotoria hao 
left hor husband and gone with a hand- 
somer man, tho man ia hor own father; 
that a reconciliation hns boon effeoted, snd 
that In a fow days the fact will bo an- 
nounced. But tha impression was also 
that if aim had returned to hor father, hor 
husband has been loft out of hur calcula- 
tions.

BULGARIA. 

VlBKNA; Sept. 1. — Tho Neuo Frio 
Press publishes a dispatch from Sofia 
stating that tho Kartivoloff revolutionary 
party which deposed Prince Alexander 
lias been released from police supervision. 
The Russian party in Sofia say that 
Major Gueff, who took a loading part in 
tho coup d'etat, had resolved upon killing 
Alexandor, and was prevented from carry- 
ing out his resolve by the intervention of 
tho Russian consul. It is not now bo- 
lioved thai. Princo Alexander will abdi- 
cate but that ho will summon tho Bul- 
garian assembly and submit tho question 
of abdication or continuing on the throne 
to that body for decision. Powerful in- 
fluences aro being exerted from several 
different quarters to bring about a union 
of Bulgaria, Servia and Roumatiia. 

Buohaheht, Sopt. 4 . — The Roumania 
cabinet threaten to resign if Princo Alex- 
ander abdicates. 

Within tho past fow days fifty Russian 
officers in mufti havo arrived, separ- 
ately, at Sofia, and placed themselves in 
communication with tho Zankoff faction 
of revolutionists. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Sept. 4 — A German colonel, 
who has been traveling throughout France 
under the name of Saxo, and who was 
recently arrested on suspicion of boing a 
apy, lies boon released by the authorities, 
they being unable to obtain sufficient 
evidence to warraDt his further detention. 

GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Sept. 4 —Do Giers, Russian 
minister, has hurriedly departed for 8t. 
Petersburg.

Charleston, Sopt 4. — Last night's 
shock has served to greatly impair con- 
fidence. Nearly a!! tho people slept or re- 
mained out of doors last night. The 
great dread now is the approach of the 
equinoctial gales which are always diur.s 
trous in Charleston; in fact last year's 
di*aitorn woro so great as to attract na- 
tional attention. It is estimated that 
every house in the city has had its founda- 
tions shattered by the earthquakes. Walls 
havo boon rent; chimneys and steeples 
aro off their square, and there is nothing; 
sound about the city . If an equinoctial 
galo of usual severity should Btriko the 
city before considerable ropairs can he 
mado, nearly every houso in the city 
would bu blown down. The gales come 
some times as late as tho first weok in 
September, but last year it came in the 
last week in .August, and thus it will be 
soen that the city is in imminent danger. 
At this moment this would oauso such a 
crashing of timber, brick and mortar ftH 
was never before heard of, Tho tempera- 
ture haa changed so as to warn people 
when tho storm is at hand, and tho effects 
of a week's storm and ram upon houses, 
women anil children would be appalling. 
Six ladies are reported to be dying from 
tho effects of fright. An efl'ort was made 
early yesterday to clear away tho debris 
but it has been abandoned Hnd peoplo are 
settling back into tho melancholy feelings 
of yesterday. Two aldermen of each 
ward with throe citizons have boon ap- 
pointed to condemn unsafe buildings. 
Brokley, ohairman of the committee, has 
entered upon his duties. lie knows not 
what to Jo nor where to begin, or where 
to stop. It ia freely declared that if a fire 
had swept the city it would have been 
preferable, for in that case insuranoe 
money would have helped to repair tho 
many places damaged. 

The sensation of to-day is the falling of 
a shower of pebbles in tho lower part of 
the city, 'flu; tirat lall was at 7.30 this 
morning and the second about 11 o'clock. 
They wore scon to fall in a alanting direc- 
tion from south tu north. There aro 
piecee of flint among thorn and aro plainly 
abraded and worn by action of water. 
Some few have sharp fractures and havo 
evidently been recently brokon. Tho fact 
of a fall of pebblos is vouched fur b,y 
several tiuitworihy persons.

WJE8T COAST INDIANS. 

The Niii><>rMtiiions of Some ol 
the Tribes. 

Their Condition ami Progress. 

Father Lament, who returned from Iho 
west coast by iho schooner Black Diamond 
on Friday last, has charge of tho Catholic 
mission lately established at Flures is- 
land. Tho mission extends over three 
tribes of Indians— the Ahousatts, Kelso - 
niartB, and tho Clayoquots — numbering in 
all about 700 natives. A chapel has boon 
built at Floras island, where a houao for 
tho priest will also be erected and also a 
ohapel at Clayoquot, Tho Indians suo- 
sist ohiotly upon their profits in the seal 
fisheries and. in addition, ordinary hunt- 
ing and fishing, They do not fight very 
strenuously against a characteristic ten- 
dency to indolence, and consequently can 
often be found with spare time at their 
disposal, which they consume in sleep, 
iu carving, or iu other not particularly la- 
borious occupations. Drunkenness ia n 
vice which is nearly unknown amongst 
them — no liquor being allowed to be 
brought there. It is a significant 
fact and might convey u losson to the epi- 
cures of civilization that the tooth of tho 
people of thoao tribes aro in an excollont 
slate of preservation, being sound and 
white evon in the case of old Indians, 
though now the introduction of civilized 
habits of preparing food —tho use of acids, 
sugar, etc , is having a noticeable effect 
on tho teeth of the children.

Under the nobler teach- 
ings of the Christian faith, however, 
these debasing beliefs are losing ground, 
though naturally slowly when one con 
templates the ages of ignoranoo, prejudice 
and biiperaiitious traditions with which 
their intnds have to contend. Their love 
of tho marvellous, and capacity for swal- 
lowing "tall" "tones is great. One copper- 
colored Munchausen arrived homo from 
Alberui lately, with tlio information that 
a party of white moil in boring fur Uoiil 
had come upon a lergo open apace — vory 
deep down — where there was an entirely 
strange community. One of tho men h id 
been lowered with a rope so far down that 
it took three diva for lnin to roach the 
bottom One Indian wishing to come to 
Viutoria, and not being ablo to speak 
English or Chinook, asked Father Luuoni 
for some medicine that would bestow the 
faculty upon him. Another requested the 
purchase of a very large telescope with 
which to loo.t into the hearts ol men to 
sec if they wore evil or good. 

The native doctors oppose both the con 
version of thu tribes to Ouristiantty and 
the education of thu young as being calcu- 
lated to open their people's eyes to tho 
fooliuh rites of tho medicine men. These 
latter take in charge newly born babies 
and press and knead their stomacln, to 
dispel every evil iniluence under which 
they may enter the world to such an ex- 
tont that most of tho infanta die under 
tiie rough ^treatment, while the dootor 
takes bis pay. There aro great chances 
that a school which wilt be aiiortly estab- 
lished will become popular, as even the 
adults show great aptitude in learning to 
read and write, knowing how useful both 
aro — especially the former in enabling 
them to road the marked pricea of goods 
in the stores at Victoria and thereby 
cheek tho charges made thorn when pur 
chasing.

and tho sheriff of 1'ieroe county has taken 
possession. The master and owner of the 
vessel claim that tho charter party in Lon- 
don and their agents here (Pert Blakely 
Mill company) have failed to protect thcui 
and will bring suit for damages for the 
wrongful taking and dotentiou of tho vea- 
sol. The entire amount of tho cargo wuh 
to havo been 560,000 feet of lumber. Suii 
will bo brought against the charterers iu 
London, as well as their agents hero.

A BACOft BOYCOTT. 



What came op ft Club.'. Action 

A very remarkable devolopraent of 
tho system of boycotting has occurred 
in Limerick. It nroso out of circum- 
atanceB which everybody regrets, and 
which the principals in the aiTuir will 
undoubtedly be much ashamed of when 
they come to calmly relloct on what 
they have done, Mr. Alexander Shaw, 
tho great bacon eurer, whoso "break- 
fast luxury" is known all over the 
world, thought proper to join the 
Protestant Home Rule Association. 
Mr. Shaw says he la not a Parnellite 
nor a Gladstonian, but "simply, honest 
ly, believes that a local Legislative 
Parliament, with safeguards, would 
bo of great advantage to his country." 
This belief Mr. Shaw is perfectly en- 
titled to hold. But Mr. Shaw is or was 
unfortunately ulno a member of the 
City and County of Limerick Constitu- 
tional Oluh, an institution whoso mem- 
bership, as its name implies, is contin- 
ad to gentlemen who hold quite oppo 
site views. Now, the graceful thing for 
Mr. Shaw would have been to resign, 
and say no more about the matter. 
He did resign, nod his letter passed 
through the hands of Mr. James 
Spaight, chairman of die Club Com- 
mittee, who, of course, marked the 
communication "read" and erased Mr. 
Shaw's namo from the membership list. 
But Mr, Shaw wan a member of the 
Metropolitan Club in London, and 
when the committee of the club heard 
or saw in the English pnpors what the 
Limerick club had done they wrote 
to Mr. Shaw that ho must resign or 
ho would be expelled. This result of 
his political action on hia social rela- 
tions didn't please Mr Shaw and he 
took a novel plan of showing his dis- 
pleasure. Kr. Spaight, whom he judg 
i d to lie tho worst oll'ender, is chair- 
man of tho Waterford and Limerick 
railway, the great route between the 
west of the tout hern, portion of Ireland 
and England. Mr. Shaw, who was h 
liberal patron of the line, at once with- 
drew his custom, and the 1,000 tons of 
bacon which yearly went to England 
>>ia Waterford are now to corae up via 
the Great Southern and Western and 
pass through Dublin to Holyhead. And 
not only so, but all the pigs purchased 
at the various markets thronghout tho 
country are to be. taken to Limerick by 
any other possible route than tho ob- 
jectionable railway. 

In this action Mr. Shaw has, unfor- 
tunately, been joined by several other 
largo bacon exporters, and also by most 
of the great butter merchants. Provi- 
sion dealers and pig buyers are also 
taking up the eause of the persecuted 
"great man" who showed his sympathy 
with their political aspirations, and 
altogether public feeling is running 
very high over the matter. Mr. Spaight 
denies that he iook action adverse to 
Mr. Shaw. He simply acted as Mr. 
Shaw rtquested, and he could not have 
done otherwise in the position ho fill- 
ed.

Darinq Exploit cf Maskco Highwaymen. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 25 — A Calgary 
despatch of yesterday gives full parti- 
culars of the stage robbery: — At a 
quarter to one the Edmonton stage 
whs s topped by two msnked men on 
the road eighteen miles from Calgary. 
There were in the stage Pete. Camp- 
bell, driver; J. Uurns, traveller for 
Mr. Ashdown, of Winnipeg; the 
Massey Company's traveller; and a 
Frenchman, name unknown. The maalc- 
ed men wore stripes from tho Union 
Jack over their faces and carried car- 
bines and two forty-five calibre revol- 
vers. They wore on foot and jumped 
out of the long grass ten feet in front 
of tho horses, winch they stopped, and 
ordered the party to descend, They 
then marched their prisoners into a 
coulee, where lh«y went through their 
pockets. Mr. Burns lost $70, but 
another who had §70 on him whs over 
looked. Massey 'o traveller lost $30, 
the Frenchman 8125 and the stage 
driver 8200. The robbers then turned 
their attention to the stage and went 
through the luggage and opened the 
mail bacs, but the mail bag containing 
the registered letters was overlooked. 
The stage horses were taken out and 
tlriven away and tin.- highwaymen dis 
appeared. They were evidently now at 
tho business, and nervous. They took 
none of the passenger's watches. Last 
night 25 mounted police went out to 
KOaich for them, but up till now no 
trace has been discovered.

BREWER VS. BOYCOTTER. 

An Intere stino c*mk Plavino at Mil- 
waukee. 

Milwaukee, Aug. 31. — A new 

phase of the brewers' boycott was de- 
veloped yesterday, when tho Best 
Brewing company served a notice on 
Gaipbrinus Assembly, Knights of La- 
bor, that unless tho boycott declared 
against tho brewery was ordered off be- 
fore Friday next the company would 
discharge every Knight of Labor in its 
employ. The boycott commenced soino 
weeks ago. Previously tho assembly 
had made a demand on tho breweries 
to discharge certain workmne, to tho 
number of twenty altogether, who were 
either members of the Central Union 
or non union men. This demand was 
refused. 'Ttien they formed a boycott 
against Best's, Falk's, Gettelruen's and 
Miller's breweries. Little attention was 
paid to the bojeott at first, which led 
to further ellbrts on the part of tho 
Knights to make it a success. Now the 
breweries aru beginning to strike back. 
It is customary in the breweries to is- 
sue to each workman so many checks 
daily, each of which is good for a. s\rhh 
of beer at tho brewery saloon. This is 
done to prevent constant drinking, 
which would be indulged in if some 
such check was not imposed. Friday 
the Best company abolished the check 
system and gave money instead, where- 
by the men could purchase such beer 
as they wanted. At the same time the 
company began a .system of discrimin- 
ation by giving no money tu members 
of the Qambrinus assembly, which is 
backing tho boycott. Thin was very well 
received, but the company persisted, 
ami followed their action up by yester- 
day's notice. As tho brewerv employs 
about five or six hundred men,jand us 
load will be followed by other boycott- 
ed firms, it is quite likely that one 
thousand or more men will be looking 
for employment Friday night, unless 
the Knights back down, The breweries 
are in good shape to carry out their 
threats, as the Central Labor Union 
has denounced the boycott as unjust.
